Considerable importance to the 
community is attached to the 
hospital development, since con- 
struction will bring in a sizeable 
payroll and several hundred fami- 
lies, in addition to many visitors, 
who will be brought to the Por- 
terville area in connection with 
the completed hospital.

OLD NAMES IN COMMUNITY 
RECALLED AS CLAUBES PHARMACY 
FILLS 400,000th PRESCRIPTION 


Old names of the community are 
this week being recalled as Clau- 
bes Pharmacy in Porterville pre- 
pares to observe its 40th anni- 
versary and to fill its 400,000th 
new prescription. 

It was prior to 1909 that the 
late Todd C. Claubes started the 
prescription file that now numbers 
nearly a half million. At that 
time, the business was known as 
Robbins, Claubes and Byrd, a part- 
nership that had previously bought 
out J. F. Canty of the Pioneer 
Hotel Pharmacy in the same loca- 
tion that the Claubes Pharmacy 
now occupies. 

In 1909, Mr. Claubes assumed 
complete ownership of the busi- 
ness that is still owned by mem- 
bers of his family and actively 
managed by Mrs. Zoe Clouette, the 
former Miss Zoe Claubes. 

In those early days of the busi- 
ness, about 1912 and 1913, Mr. 
Claubes also operated pharmacys 
at Ducor and Springville and the 
names of many prominent pioneer 
families appear in the prescrip- 
tion file, also the names of pro- 
minent, early-day physicians—Dr.

AFTER THE great tedoo about 
raisin pie, conducted a few weeks 
back by the Tulare County cham- 
ber of commerce as part of a 


campaign to increase consumption 
of Tulare county products (raisins 
in that case) we expected great 
things in connection with Navel 
oranges. An excellent promotional 
deal could be built around Oranges 
for Christmas, but to date, nary 
a word from the county chamber. 
Could it be that oranges aren’t 
grown in the Visalia area? And 
here we were hoping that the 
county chamber was tending to 
become a county chamber. 


IN THE Tulare County Times 
of February 11, 1892, it is repor- 
ted that “J. J. Cairns, residing 
16 miles a little east of south 
from Visalia,’ is farming 18,000 
acres of wheat. When the first 
rains fell the middle of December, 
Mr. Cairns had in about 4,000 
acres. Between that time and Feb- 
ruary, he planted about 12,000 
more acres, working 65 men and 
320 head of horses and mules, and 
|}sowing about 300 acres per day. 
| The men were boarded and vipers 
| where they worked and, at one 
point, Mr. Cairns constructed a 
canvas barn for 150 head of 
horses. The farming operations 
required the services of a book- 
keeper (worthy of newspaper note 
in those days) and three black- 
smiths were kept busy shoeing 
horses ... Mr. Cairns, so says the 
old paper, usually started har- 
vesting about the end of May and 
utilized “the latest equipment— 
two steam harvesters that cut 
a 26-foot swath and, in addition, 
15 leader wagons. About the same 
number of horses and men were 
required for crop harvest as for 
crop planting and in 1890, har- 
vesting continued over a period 
of five months. : . We might com- 
ment that as more people came 
to Tulare county and the desire 
for smaller farms became great 
enough to be profitable, large- 
scale farming operations such as 
those of Mr. Crains declined in 
favor of the smaller farming set- 
ups, a change that, incidentally, 
came gbout naturally, not through 
the efforts of a socially minded 
government.
